WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate passed le^slation Thursday 
that would make it easier for mem- 
bers of a Laotian ethnic group to 
become U.S. citizens, agreeing on 
compromise language on who 
would be found eligible for citizen- 
' ship. 

The bUl waives the English-lan- 
guage requirement for Hmong and 
other Laotians who were recruited 
by the Central Intelligence Agency 
in Laos for covert military actions 
during the Vietnam war. 

A similar version, sponsored by 
f Rep. Bruce Vento, D-Minn., has 
I already passed the House. Backers 
of the bill hope to get a quick sec- 
ond vote in the House on the new 
Senate language, and avoid having 
to work out the difference in a 
House-Senate conference. » 
Supporters of the bill said that 
the Ihnong have found it difficult 
to learn English because their lan- 
i guage did not have a written form 
until recently.

In accordance with your request, this memorandum provides a 
brief summary of the relevant criminal statutes and case law 
concerning the Neutrality Act. 

The two most applicable statutes for our concerns are Title 
18, United States Code, Section 960 and 956. These criminal- 
statutes provide the following: 

Title 18, United States Code, §• 960 - Expedition against 
friendly nation 

Whoever, within the United States, knowingly begins or sets 
on foot or provides or prepares a means for or furnishes the 
money for, or takes part in, any military or naval expedition or 
enterprise to be carried on from thence against the territory or 
dominion of any foreign prince or state, or of any colony, 
district, or people with whom the United States is at peace, 
shall be fined under this t-itle or imprisoned not more than three 
years, or both. 

The elements of a § 960 violation are as follows: 

(1) preparations within the United States; 

(2) for a military expedition or enterprise; 

(3) to be carried on from the United States; 

(4) . against foreign territory controlled by an entity with 

which the United States is at peace. 
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Section 960 applies by its terms to anyone "within the 
United States" and is not limited just to U.S. citizens. The 
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language "begins or sets on foot," though antiquated, makes it a 
criminal offense for the first effort or proposal by individuals 
to form a military enterprise. Pursuant to the language 
"provides or prepares a means for, " acts that aid such a military 
enterprise, such as contributions of money, clothing, provisions, 
transportation or arms, constitute an offense. For actions to 
constitute a "military expedition or enterprise" as those terms 
are used in the statute, courts have said that there are three 
required elements: concert of action, arms for a military 
purpose, and common leadership. The language "carried on from 
thence" has been interpreted by the courts to allow an expedition 
to proceed from the United States to an intermediate destination 
before advancing on its intended target. The requirement that 
the actions be taken against an entity with which the United 
States is "at peace" poses some difficulty. 

Title 18, United States Code, § 956 - Conspiracy to kill, kidnap, 
maim, or injure persons or damage property in a foreign country 

(a) 

(1) Whoever, within the jurisdiction of the United States, 
conspires with one or more other persons, regardless of where 
such other person or persons are located, to commit at any place 
outside the United States an act that would constitute the 
offense of murder, kidnapping, or maiming if committed in the 
special maritime and territorial jurisdiction of the United 
States shall, if any of the conspirators commits an act within 
the jurisdiction of the United States to effect any object of the 
conspiracy, be punished as provided in subsection (a) (2) . 

(2) The punishment for an offense under subsection (a) (1) 
of this section is - 

(A) imprisonment for any term of years or for life if 
the offense is conspiracy to murder or kidnap; and 

(B) imprisonment for not more than 35 years if the 
offense is conspiracy to maim. 

(b) Whoever, within the jurisdiction of the United States, 
conspires with one or more persons, regardless of where such 
other person or persons are located, to damage or destroy 
specific 'property situated within a foreign country and belonging 
to a foreign government or to any political subdivision thereof 
with which the United States is at peace, or any railroad, canal, 
bridge, airport, airfield, or other public utility, public 
conveyance, or public structure, or any religious, educational, 
or cultural property so situated, shall, if any of the 
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conspirators commits an act within the jurisdiction of the United 
States to effect any object of the conspiracy, be imprisoned not 
more than 25 years. 

The elements of a Section 1956 (b) violation are as follows: 

(1) a conspiracy between two or more persons; 

(2) to damage or destroy specific property situated within 
a foreign country and belonging to a foreign government 
or any political subdivision thereof; 

(3) or to damage and destroy any railroad, canal, bridge, 
airport, airfield, or other public utility, public 
conveyance, or public structure, or any religious, 
educational, or cultural property so situated; 

(4) for a foreign country with which the United States is 
at peace; 

(5) at least one act to effect any object of the conspiracy 
must be committed within the jurisdiction of the United 
States . 

Under Section 956 (b) , the property that was damaged or 
destroyed, or was the object of the conspiracy to damage or 
destroy, must be described with a degree of specificity to 
satisfy the statutory language in paragraphs 2 and 3 supra. The 
requirement that the United States be "at peace" with the foreign 
country has withstood constitutional challenge on void for 
vagueness grounds.

•Among those who received the 
Vietnam Veterans National Medal and 
a congressional citation yesterday was 
Nor Pao Lor, a disabled 61-vear-oId 
pnong who served in the secret army 
for 13 years and then spent four “more 
yea^ fighting in the jungles of Laos 
^til forced to flee across the Mekong 
River, to Thailand on a bamboo raft. 
He then spent eight years in a Thai 
refugee camp before being accepted 
for resettlement in the United States. 
He now lives in Wisconsin, 

“We.felt very sorry that maybe 
America forgot us,” he said as he stood 


with a crutch near dozens of his disa- 
• bled comrades. 'It was very painful for 
us.” 

As a lieutenant in the army led by 
Gen, Vang Pao, who was also present 
yesterday. Nor Pao Lor was wounded 
toee times while defending Lima Site 
85, a top-secret U.S, base that was 
used to direct airstrikes against tar- 
gets in North Vietnam. Described’by 
historians as perhaps the most critical 
mteihgence-gathering site in South- 
east Asia during the Vietnam War, Li- 
ma Site 85 was linked directly to the 
^te House under President Lyndon 
B. Johnson until the base fell to North 
Vietnamese troops in 1968. 

As Nor Pao Lor told his story, one 
of the event's speakers, Jane Hamil- 
ton-Merritt, who wrote a book called 
“Tragic Mountains! The Hmong, the 
Americans; and the Secret Wars for 
Laos, asked the assembled veterans 
how many of them had helped rescue a 
downed American pilot. Hundreds in- ^ 
eluding Nor Pao Lor, raised their i 
hands. 

After the ceremony on the Mall, the 
veterans marched across Memorial 
Bridge to Arlington National Ceme- 
tery, where they placed flowers on the 
grave of President John F. Kennedy. 
Nearby is a memorial that is to be ded- 
icated today to "the U.S. Secret Army, 
Laos 1961-1973." In the Lao and 
Hmong languages, the plaque on the ' 
granite monument concludes, "You 
will never be forgotten."
